grant alfo————What the Delign tnen of 
magnifying the Conquefts of the Bnemy be- 
yond all Manner of Probabilities, no Man can 
imagine, other than what J have often db« 
ferved to be the Reafon for doing: it them: 
felves, viz. To encourage and bearten up 
their People, and feed them. with the Air 
of Hopes and empty Projeéts, that chey may 
not make a fight Gnefs at their own Cigr 
cumffances., 

Now jf this be the Reafon, then. this 
Gentleman muft be allow’d to a& in Concert 
with French Power and French Principles, 
as far as in him lies, to fupport the droopin 
Spirits of the kd Saale who are embark’ 
in the fame Intereft.
